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U.S.  TRADE  IN  POULTRY  AND  EGGS,  1966 


Summary 


Exports  of  U.S.  poultry  and  poultry  products  in  1966  were  valued  at  $83*2 
million,  down  about  $0.5  million  from  the  level  of  1965.    Exports  from  the 
United  States  of  fresh  and  frozen  poultry  totaled  I63  million  pounds — a 
decrease  from  the  182  million  pounds  exported  in  1965.    Larger  exports  of 
chicken  parts  and  turkey  parts  only  partially  offset  smaller  exports  of 
whole  broilers,  fowl,  and  turkeys. 

West  Germar^  continued  to  be  the  largest  foreign  market  for  U.S.  poultry 
in  1966.    U.S.  broiler  exports  to  Vfest  Germany,  practically  all  in  the  form 
of  parts,  totaled  21  million  pounds  in  I966 — a  slight  increase  from  the 
previous  year.    Exports  of  \diole  turkey  and  turkey  parts  totaled  31  million 
pounds — a  decline  of  6.5  million  pounds  from  1965  levels. 

The  decline  of  U.S.  exports  to  Vfest  Germany,  our  largest  market,  was 
partially  caused  by  increased  production  of  broilers  in  that  country  and 
also  in  neighboring  EEC  countries,  the  Netherlands  in  particular;  the  latter 
now  supplies  most  of  Germany's  iirport  requirements  for  poultry  meat.  The 
high  levies  charged  by  EEC  countries  against  third  country  imports,  uncer- 
tainties about  a  new  German  grading  reg\ilation  effective  July  1,  1966,  and 
a  tight  credit  situation  in  that  country  were  factors  contributing  to  the 
decline  in  in5)orts  from  the  United  States.    Furthermore,  the  relatively 
strong  demand  for  poultry  in  the  United  States  last  year  and  resulting 
stronger  prices  during  most  of  the  year  for  both  broilers  and  turkeys, 
made  our  poultry  less  competitive  in  world  export  trade. 

Export  sales  of  eggs  and  of  egg  products  totaled  more  than  $5  million  in 
1966,  an  increase  of  Ik  percent  from  the  previous  year.    With  the  end  of  the 
temporary  shortage  of  market  eggs  in  Western  Europe  during  the  early  part  of 
1966,  our  exports  there  declined  by  about  70  percent.    However,  this  was 
more  than  offset  by  our  shipments  to  Canada  which  tripled  during  the  same 
period.    Exports  of  production  stock,  baby  chicks,  turkey  poults,  and  hatching 
eggs  totaled  $23.9  million,  an  increase  of  27  percent  over  the  1965  level. 
Exports  of  live  turkey  were  valued  at  $2.1  million,  about  the  same  as  those 
of  the  previous  year. 
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U.S.  imports  of  poultry  and  of  poultry  products  were  up  substantially, 
totaling  $6.6  million  compared  to  $2.2  million  in  196^.    Most  of  this 
increase  was  attributable  to  receipt  of  baby  chicks  from  Canada  and  of 
frozen  eggs  from  the  United  Kingdom. 


Poultry  Meat 

In  1966,  U.S.  poultry  meat  exports  (including  canned,  but  excluding  poultry 
livers  and  poultry  specialties)  totaled  173.5  million  pounds,  valued  $^0.7 
million.    This  compares  with  the  196^  exports  of  198.3  million  pounds  with 
a  value  of  $57.1  million.    West  Germany  is  still  our  best  market  for 
poultry  meat,  importing  67.3  million  pounds  or  nearly  39  percent  of  total 
exports.    However,  exports  of  poultry  meat  to  West  Germany  declined  by 
20  percent  from  the  volume  shipped  in  1965.    Hong  Kong  was  our  second 
largest  market  in  1966,  accounting  for  12.8  million  pounds,  an  increase 
of  16  percent  from  last  year.    Japan  still  ranks  as  our  third  major  market 
for  poultry  meat,  accounting  for  10.2  million  pounds,  a  slight  decrease 
from  last  year.    Another  growing  market  close  to  the  United  States  is  the 
Caribbean.    This  area,  consisting  of  numerous  small  markets,  took  19.2 
million  pounds  of  poultry  meat  during  1966,  making  it  one  of  our  very 
important  export  markets. 

Shipments  of  broilers  and  fryers,  including  parts,  totaled  91.0  million 
pounds  or  52  percent  to  total  poultry  meat  exports.    The  make-up  of  this 
category  is  increasingly  in  the  form  of  chicken  parts.    The  loss  of  sales 
of  whole  broilers  and  fryers  has  been  made  up  only  in  part  by  the  sales  of 
chicken  parts.    Exports  of  other  chickens  decreased  sharply,  totaling  only 
12.6  million  pounds  compared  with  23.2  million  pounds  in  1965.    The  decline 
is  largely  the  result  of  the  smaller  shipments  of  \diole  stewing  hens  which 
make  up  the  bxilk  of  this  category. 

Whole  turkey  and  turkey  parts  exports  totaled  h7  million  pounds  in  1966,  a 
decrease  of  20  percent  from  the  58.5  million  pounds  exported  during  the 
previous  year.    The  United  States  is  by  far  the  largest  producer  of  turkeys 
and  at  competitive  prices,  they  have  been  favorably  received  in  all  major 
markets.    The  countries  of  Wiestern  Europe  are  the  principal  importers  of 
turkey  and  of  turkey  parts,  taking  iil.2  million  pounds  or  88  percent  of 
total  U.S.  exports. 

West  Germany,  the  largest  single  market,  took  30.8  million  pounds,  a 
decline  of  I8  percent  from  the  previous  year.    Exports  to  the  Netherlands 
totaled  nearly  3.7  million  pounds — a  decrease  of  k^3  million  pounds  from 
the  previous  year.    Italy  is  also  an  important  and  growing  market  for  U.S. 
turkeys,  accounting  for  3.5  million  pounds.    Exports  of  turkeys  to  Canada 
continued  to  decline  as  this  country  nears  self-sufficiency  in  turkey 
production. 

Exports  of  other  U.S.  fresh  and  frozen  ready-to-cook  poultry  (including 
ducks,  geese,  Rock  Cornish  game  birds,  other  game  birds,  etc.)  decreased 
from  8.9  million  pounds  in  1965  to  7-2  million  pounds  in  1966.  Canada, 
Hong  Kong  and  West  Germany  were  the  largest  markets. 
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Canned  poultry  exports  in  I966  decreased  21  percent  from  a  year  earlier, 
and  totaled  1$.7  million  pounds.    Vfest  Germany  accounted  for  9.9  million 
pounds  or  63  percent  of  total  U.S.  canned  poultry  exports.  Other 
important  markets  continue  to  be  the  United  Kingdom  and  Canada. 


Poultry  Liver  and  Poultry  Specialties 

Exports  of  poultry  liver  and  of  poultry  specialties  have  been  listed 
separately  in  U.S.  export  statistics  only  since  1965 .    Previously,  they 
have  been  included  in  other  categories.    Approximately  2.7  million  pounds 
of  poultry  livers  were  exported  during  I966.    The  major  markets  for  this 
commodity  in  order  of  importance  were  Germany,  France,  and  the  Netherlands. 
Poultry  specialty  exports,  including  poultry  meat  preparations  such  as 
chicken  ala  king,  pot  pies,  etc.,  totaled  3  million  pounds,  valued  at 
$0.8  million,  an  increase  of  28  percent  from  the  previous  year. 


Eg^s  and  Egg  Products 

Export  of  shell  eggs  totaled  8.2  million  dozen  in  1966,  an  increase  of  30 
percent  over  196^  levels.    This  increase  resulted  from  a  temporary  shortage 
in  Western  Europe  late  in  1965.    Exports  of  dried  eggs,  previously  a  major 
export  item,  decreased  by  57  percent  in  quantity  and  36  percent  in  value. 
Export  sales  of  frozen  and  preserved  eggs,  a  relatively  small  export  item, 
were  at  0..9  million  pounds  valued  at  $0.5  million. 


*  Production  Stock 

In  1966,  haliy  chick  exports  amounted  to  3$.k  million  head,  valued  at 
$13.5  million — an  increase  of  22  percent  in  value  compared  with  the  previous 
year.    Canada,  Japan,  Bahamas,  and  the  Dominican  Republic  were  the  major 
markets,  accounting  for  59  percent  of  total  baby  chick  exports.  Hatching 
egg  exports  were  up  h2  percent  in  1966,  totaling  10.6  million  dozen, 
valued  at  $9.8  million.    Canada  and  Venezuela  continue  to  be  the  major 
markets,  together  accounting  for  6k  percent  of  total  U.S.  exports.  Turkey 
poults,  which  have  been  reported  separately  in  U.S.  export  statistics 
commencing  in  1965^  totaled  753  thousand  head  with  a  value  of  $527  thousand. 
This  category  had  been  previously  included  in  other  live  poultry.  Canada 
and  Mexico  accounted  for  9h  percent  of  the  total  U.S.  exports  of  turkey 
poults . 

Outlook 

During  the  first  half  of  I967,  exporters  were  able  to  obtain  poultry 
supplies  at  very  low  prices.    Because  of  the  rapid  expansion  of  broiler 
production  in  the  EEC  countries,  the  European  market  is  experiencing  a 
rather  serious  excess  supply  problem.    In  addition  to  modest  price 
reductions  on  the  donestic  market,  large  subsidy  payments  are  authorized 
to  facilitate  poultry  exports  to  third  countries.    This  policy  contributes 
to  continued  price  instability  in  the  export  market. 
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The  recent  decision  of  the  EEC  Commission  to  apply  a  supplementary 
levy  against  certain  chicken  and  turkey  parts  will  adversely  affect 
our  export  of  these  items  to  Vfest  Germany.    Also,  broiler  production 
in  the  EEC  countries— especially  Holland  and  Germany— continue  to 
expand,  with  a  resultant  decline  in  import  requirements.    Our  poultry 
will  experience  increased  competition  in  export  markets  throughout 
the  world  during  I967.    However,  the  U.S.  poialtry  industry's  ability 
to  adjust  rapidly  to  changing  world  market  conditions  and  to  cater 
to  consumer  interests,  with  new  further  processed,  convenience  and 
specialty  items,  will  continue  to  provide  opportunities  in  foreign 
markets  for  U.S.  poultry  products. 

If  the  existing  demand  and  supply  situation  for  U.S.  poultry  products 
continues,  it  should  be  possible  to  maintain  sales  of  turkey  parts 
and  perhaps  increase  exports  of  whole  turkey  to  approximate  the  record 
level  achieved  in  196^.

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WORLD  TRADE  IN  POULTRY 
AND  EGGS,  1966 

Poultry  Ifeat 

World  production  of  poijltry  meat  in  I6  leading  producing  countries  expanded 
almost  10  percent  to  about  1^  billion  pounds  in  I966— an  increase  of  1,3 
billion  poxmds.    With  the  exception  of  Belgium  and  Luxembourg,  all  countries 
increased  their  output  of  po\iltry  meat. 

Broiler  production  was  up  52  percent  in  West  Germany  and  about  2$  percent  in 
the  Netherlands  from  the  level-  of  1965.    Spain »s  efforts  to  improve  its 
agricultural  production  have  shown  remarkable  results  in  the  poultry  neat 
production  sector;  its  increased  output  of  121,U  million  pounds  represented 
an  increase  second  only  to  that  in  the  United  States.    Poultry  meat  produc- 
tion in  the  United  States  rose  almost  10  percent  or  819  million  pounds  above 
1966  output. 

Collectively,  EEC  countries  increased  poultry  meat  output  by  Sk  million 
pounds  over  the  level  of  1965,    Along  with  this  rise  in  production,  the 
application  of  gate  prices,  variable  levies  and  supplementary  levies 
restricted  Third-Country  shipments  of  poultry  meat  to  the  Common  Market. 

Bsr  capita  cciisuraption  of  poultry  meat  increased  in  line  wilh  the  rapid 
rise  in  production.    Spain  led  all  others  with  a  sharp  increase  of  U.2 
pounds  as  a  result  of  continuing  hi^  red  meat  prices,  rising  per  capita 
income,  and  expanding  demand  for  hi^  protein  foods.    Other  countries 
with  increased  poultry  consumption  were  Canada  and  the  United  States. 

With  world  poultry  meat  production  hitting  a  record  high,  imports  were 
subtly  less  than  in  1965.   West  Germany  continued  to  be  the  largest 
market,  althou^  imports  decreased  13  million  pounds  from  last  year's  level. 
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The  Netherlands  supplied  229  million  poimds,  about  $2  percent  of  West  Germany's 
total  imports  of  slaughtered  poultry.    Shipments  from  non-EEC  suppliers  were 
tfiarply  reduced  by  a  combination  of  higher  domestic  production,  a  ti^t  credit 
situation,  and  high  import  levies.    Imports  from  the  United  States  continued 
to  decline,  falling  to  63  million  pounds — substantially  below  the  82  million 
supplied  by  the  United  States  in  1965.    Another  country  affected  by  losses  in 
the  West  German  market  was  Denmark,  with  a  decrease  of  about  7  million  potmds. 

Hong  Kong  increased  poultry  meat  imports  by  35  percent,  the  largest  propor- 
tion coming  from  Mainland  China,    At  the  present  time,  it  is  not  certain 
viiether  Chinese  supplies  will  continue  to  be  available  in  the  coming  year. 

The  Netherlands  increased  the  lead  taken  last  year  as  the  world's  largest 
exporter  of  poultry  meat,    Dutch  exports  to  all  markets  rose  from  230  mil- 
lion pounds  in  1965  to  253  million  pounds  in  1966  of  ^ich  2li3.2  million 
pounds  went  to  the  ei^t  major  markets.    Exports  from  the  Iftiited  States 
continue  to  drop,  mainly  because  of  decreased  shipments  to  the  Wisst  German 
market. 

Eggs 

World  egg  production,  based  on  reports  from  39  countries,  rose  sli^tly  in 
1966  to  almost  2U2  billion  eggs.    U.S.  production  increased  to  66  billion. 
Output  in  West  Germany  rose  8  percent  din'ing  1966  to  13  billion,  bringing 
that  country's  production/consumption  ratio  to  88  percent.    In  the  Nether- 
lands, egg  producers  remained  in  trouble  with  production  continuing  the 
downward  trend  of  recent  years.    Output  fell  by  1,5  percent  in  1966,  In 
1967,  it  appears  that  production  will  fall  a  great  deal  more.  Heavy 
competition  from  other  countries  (mainly  Eastern  Europe  and  Mainland  China) 
affected  the  export  trade  position  of  the  Dutch  and  contributed  to  lower 
prices  of  diell  eggs  and  egg  products.    In  the  ttiited  Kingdom,  egg  producers 
had  not  completely  recovered  from  the  effects  of  lower  prices  received  in 
1965,  and  egg  production  tended  to  lag  behind  that  of  the  previous  year, 

!nie  downward  trend  in  world  trade  in  shell  eggs  continued  in  I966,  Imports 
into  the  eight  leading  markets  declined  to  328  million  dozen.    The  reduc- 
tion resulted  mainly  from  increased  production  and  consequently  reduced 
import  requirements  in  West  Germany,  Italy,  and  Switzerland, 

Some  shifts  in  the  trading  pattern  in  egg  products  took  place  in  1966, 
but  volume  of  trading  was  at  about  the  1965  level,    Canada  and  France 
increased  their  imports  of  egg  products  substantially,  with  most  of 
Canada's  requirements  being  supplied  by  the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
United  States,    Increased  shipments  to  France  were  supplied  mainly  by 
the  Netherlands  and  Mainland  China. 
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The  United  Kingdom  and  Italy  decreased  their  total  imports  of  egg  products 
in  1966, 

A  noticeable  shift  in  the  pattern  of  trade  has  occurred  in  the  egg  solids 
export  market.    Exports  from  Poland  and  Australia  have  decreased,  vrtiile 
those  from  the  United  Kingdom  and  Mainland  China  have  risen.  Mainland 
China's  success  in  egg  product  trade  in  I966  can  be  attributed  to  substan- 
tially lower  prices  offered  to  importing  countries.    Exports  from  the 
Netherlands  were  at  about  the  same  level  as  in  1965^. 

Outlook 

World  poultry  meat  production  will  continue  to  increase  in  196? .  Inter- 
national trade  may  decrease  someidiat  because  of  rising  production  in  most 
deficit  countries  of  Europe.    In  the  United  States,  a  tapering  off  of  the 
rate  of  increase  in  broiler  production  and  a  further  decline  in  exports 
of  broilers  to  the  EEC  are  expected. 

World  egg  production  will  probably  increase  in  I967  at  about  the  same 
rate  as  19^6,  but  the  import  market  will  likely  continue  to  decrease  as 
major  importing  countries  continue  to  strive  toward  self-sufficiency  in 
egg  production, 

Iftitil  the  EEC  applied  its  excessive  si^plemental  levies  on  imports  of 
taiicey  parts,  the  outlook  for  U.S.  turkey  exports  in  196?  was  favorable. 
However,  the  new  levies  which  became  effective  November  1,  196? ,  adversely 
affected  shipments  for  the  holiday  season  >dien  sales  for  export  normally 
are  at  their  peak.    It  now  appears  that  U.S.  exports  for  calendar  year 
1967  can  at  best  only  about  match  the  level  of  exports  in  1966.
